ENROLL HERE 


With over 2000 students en- 
rolled for the fall semester, Santa 
Ana College facilities are servic- 
ing a higher enrollment than ever 
before in the history of the col- 
lege. 

This record figure is more than 
500 over the number registered 
at this time last year, and com- 
pares wierdly with the even two 
dozen “charter members” who saw 
classes open at SAC for the first 
time in 1916. 


The even two dozen, however, 
dwindled to six by the time grad- 
uation ceremonies came around— 
all females. 


Effects of the booming yearly 
enrollment? Added classes are of- 
fered each year to accommodate 
the larger number of students. A 
recent illustration of this: In ad- 
dition to the number of classes 
pre-arranged for this semester, 
four sections in math, two English 
sections, two physical education 
and one psychology class have 
been opened. Additional faculty 
members have been provided to 
cope with these added classes —16 
new faculty members joined the 
SAC roster this year, bringing the 
total to 58. 


The increased enrollment has 
directly affected student outlook.
